WASHINGTON, July 16 — Rep- 

resentative John J. Cochran, who 
has represented the St. Louis com- 
munity as well as his own con- 
gressional district in Washington 
since 1926, announced today his 
withdrawal from the Democratic 
primary Aug. 6 because of con-| 
tinued illness. 
' He asked the voters of the Thir- 
teenth District to give their sup- 
port to Frank M. Karsten, 3022 
Carter avenue, his secretary for 
the past-12 years, who filed for 
the Democratic congressional 
nomination with the und d- 
ing that he would withdraw if 
Cochran’s health improved suf- 
ficiently for him to continue to 
serve. 

The 65-year-old St. Louis Rep- 
resentative is in nearby Bethesda 
Naval Hospital gradually recover- 
ing from a paralytic stroke suf- 
fered last March. In 1943 both 
legs were amputated but his in- 
domitable will and his great ener- 
gy enabled him to carry on his 
official duties until he paralyzed 
his right arm. 

Text of Letter. 

His announcement was con- 
tained in a letter to Chairman 
John J. Dwyer of the Thirteenth 
District Democratic Congres- 
sional Committee, the text of 
which follows: 

“Dear Mr. Dwyer: 

“With primary day rapidly “ap- 
proaching, I grow increasingly 
conscious of the fact that I must 
make a decision as to whether I 
will again seek election as the 
representative of the people of the 
Thirteenth Congressional District. 

“This decision has been hard to 
make, My heart is and has been 
in my work as a member of Con- 


gress, and no written or spoken 


word of mine can adequately ex- 
prets my gratitude to the people 
of my district—Democrats as well 
as Republicans—for their mani- 
festationg of confidence in. me 
and their affection for me.

2. Successful outlawing of the 
atomic. bomb and kindred sys- 
tems of mass destruction under 
an inspection system which 
makes bad faith impossible. 

3...Development of warm 
friendship between Russia and 
the United States, and between 
the small and large powers of 
the world. 

Vandenberg said, however,. that 
such a goal can be achieved only 
if the Soviet Union will under- 
stand that: 

1, The United States respects 
the Russian people and their 
right to rule themselves just as 
we reserve such right for our- 
selves. 

2. We are “just as determined 
as you that military aggression 
from any source shall never 
again curse the earth and there 
is no thought of conquest in our 
souls.” 

3. We are prepared for mu- 
tual co-operation. 

4. We cannot be driven nor 
coerced into any position we are 
not ready to assume voluntarily 
and we will not under any cir- 
cumstances bargain in human 
rights. 

Room for Both Systems. 

Vandenberg told the Senate that

Report Lays Blame on

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP) — 
Eight of the’ ten Pearl Harbor 
committee members were reported 
today to have signed a report ab- 
solving President Roosevelt and 
Cordell Hull of an direct respon- 
sibility for the surprise 1941 
attack. 

Republican Senators Brewster 
of Maine and Ferguson of Michi- 
gan declined to sign, it was 
learned, 

However, their party colleagues 
representing the House on the 
joint congressional committee — 
Representatives Keefe of Wiscon- 
sin and Gearhart of California — 
were said to have gone along with 
the six=Democratic members, 


Army, Navy Officers Blamed. 

The 112,000-word majority .re- 
port, due to be released later this 
week, is said to place the blame 
for American failure to anticipate 
the attack on both Washington 
military oficials and the com- 
manders at Pearl Harbor. Thése 
were Maj. Gen. Walter Short and 
Adm. Husband E. Kimmel. 

The committee was said to have 
made 25 recommendations for ad- 
ministrative changes in Army and 
Navy procedure as a result of 
disclosures in connection with the 
attack. 

Members who have been work- 
ing on the report for several 
weeks said there was little ques 
tion in their minds that they had 
arrived at a nonpartisan analysis 
of the facts in connection with 
the surprise attack. As proof of 
this, Democrats on the committee 
cited the decision of Keefe and 
Gearhart to sign the report. 

One Democratic member, who 
asked not to be quoted by name, 
said that whfle Keefe and Gear- 
hart did not agree with some of 
the details of the findings they 
were willing to acquiesce in the 
over-all decisions and recom- 
mendations. 

On the other hand, Ferguson 
already has prepared a minority 
report which Democratic members 
said was printed by the official 
Senate printer before the majority 
report of the committee had been 
completed.

WASHINGTON, July 16 AP)— 
Selective service today tightened 
ment of men aged 19 through 29. 

Shortly after President Truman 


formally authorized the drafting 
of men in this age span, selective 
service director Lewis B. Hershey 
announced that hereafter occupa- 
tional deferments will be limited 
“to those few registrants” whom 
local boards find to be “indis- 
pensable and irreplacable to the 
national existence.” 

Farmers and farm hands are 
the only exgeption to this rul- 
ing. By congressional mandate, 
they have been virtually exempt 
from the draft. 

Present regulations covering 
all other registrants provide oc- 
cupational deferment for men 
“necessary to and regularly en- 
gaged in an activity in support of 
the national health, safety and 
interest.” 

Hershey, in instructions to state 
draft directors, said the Army has’ 
asked for 25,000 men in Septem- 
ber, when the present two-month 
draft holiday will end. The 
Army’s call in June; before the 
holiday, was for 50,000 men. 

The 19-year minimum is in line 
with recently enacted legislation 


which forbade the drafting of 18- 
year-olds. 

The top of 29, however, is sev- 
eral years higher than the age be- 
yond which the armed services 
have been desirous of going. Few, 
if any, men over 26 have been 
drafted since V-J day. 

At the same time, the 29-year 
age is far below the maximum now 
permitted by law—through 44, The 
law exempts all fathers. 

Congress has been told by Army 
officials that the Army plans no 
draft calls during July and Au- 
gust, relying instead on volunteers. 
Before the holiday the minimum 
age for aéceptability was 20. 

The House today passed a bill 
authorizing the Army to increase 
the number of commissioned offi- 
cers in the regular Army from 
25,000 to 50,000.

Wallace Eligible as ‘Common Man, 


Speech Lost in 


Hole in Pocket 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, D.C., July 16— 
Secretary of Commerce Wallace

“I can’t find my speech,” Wal- 
lace said. 

Amid laughter, Wallace des- 
cended to the floor of the audi- 
torium and looked under a chajr 


where he had been sitting. No 
speech, He returned to the stage, 
still searching his pockets, and 
after a few embarrassed mo- 
ments, brought out some papers. 

Grinning, he explained: “I 
didn’t know I had a false lining 
in my coat.”

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The United States risked an open 
split with Russia today in an 
attempt to force economic unifi- 
cation of Germany. 

Secretary of State Byrnes de- 
clared last night that orders giv- 
ing Russia a choice between co- 
operation or “economic paraly- 
sis” in Germany will go forward 
to Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, 
American military commander at 
Frankfurt. ce 

In a radio report to the Ameri- 
can people on successes and fail- 
ures of the four-power Foreign 
Ministers’ Conference at Paris, 
Byrnes asserted: 

“Our military representative in 
Germany will this week be in- 
structed to co-operate with any 
one or all of the three govern- 
ments (Britain, Russia, France) 
in essential administrative mat-., 
ters like finance, transportation, 
communication, trade and indus- 
try. We will either secure eco- 
nomic co-operation between the 
zones or place the responsibility 
for the violation of the Potsdam 
agreement,” 

President Truman listened in 
and telephoned congratulations to 
Byrnes immediately after the 
broadcast. 

‘Doubts and gee”, 

Russia declined at the Paris 
meeting to go along either on ec- 
onomic measures, guarantees for 
keeping Germany disarmed for 
25 years, or the writing of a 
peace treaty for Austria. 

On those points, Byrnes ob- 
served, the conference “made no 
progress at all.” He placed the 
blame squarely on Russia. 

“I do not believe,” he declared, 
“that the Soviets realize the doubts 
and suspicions which they have 
raised in the minds of those in 
other countries who want to be 
their friends by the aloofness, 
coolness and hostility with which 
they have received América’s of- 
fer to guarantee jointly the con- 
tinued disarmament of Germany.” 

On the success side of the ledg- 
er Byrnes listed the calling of a 
peace conference for July 29 to 
consider treaties, drafted in tenta- 
tive. form by the foreign ministers, 
for Italy and the former Axis 
satellites. : 

Prospects are bright, he said, for 
treaties that will let the people of 
five occupied states “live and 
breathe as free people.” He added: 

“VYe are on the road back to 
peace.” 

“Great Struggle” at Paris. 

The four powers had a “great 
struggle and tremendous difficul- 
ties” in harmonizing their views 
as much as ‘they did on peace 
treaties, Byrnes said. And he pre- 
sented a grim picture of the tug- 
ging and hauling that went. on 
over Germany and Austria.

Sabath Opens Debate by

WASHINGTON, July 16 (UP)— 
The House today overrode stub- 
born opposition and voted, 162 to 
35, for immediate consideration of 
lagislation for the domestic con- 
trol and development of atomic 


energy.

proved by the Senate, would cre-

The opposition came from those.

The vote touched off the ma- 
*jor battle—that between propon- 
ents of civilian contro] and ad- 
vocates of military control. 

Adolph J. Sabath, (Dem.), Tili- 
nois, chairman of the House Rules 
committee, opened the debate on 
the resolution by urging adoption 
of the Senate measure requiring 
that all five members of the com- 
mission be civilians. — 

Sabath Assails Report. 

Sabath attacked a report by 
Ernie Adamson, counsel of the 
House un-American activities com- 
mittee, as “the imaginations” of a 
“warped mind.” The report on 
activities of scientists at the Oak 
Ridge (Senn.) atomic bomb plant, 
urged retention of military con- 
*trol over atomic energy develop- 
ment. ? 

Urging rejection of the House 
Military Affairs Committee bill 
to give the military one or two 
seats on the domestic atomic con- 
trol commission, Sabath said 
Adamson’s report “shouldn’t be 
cossidered seriously by any one.” 

Sabath Praises McMahon Bill. 

Sabath praised the Senate-ap- 
proved McMahon bill putting 
atomic energy control under jur- 
isdiction of a five-member, all- 
civilian commission. 


Referring to the recommenda- 
tions made by Adamson in a letter 
to Chairman John 8S. Wood (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee after visiting 
the Oak Ridge reservation, Sabath 
said, “AdAamson is a lawyer, not 
an expert on atomic energy legis- 
lation.”

Canadian Report on The Comintern

OTTAWA, July 16 (AP) — The 
Canadian. royal commission's re- 
port yesterday that Soviet espion- 
age rings in Canada had obtained 
political and military secrets of 
the United States, Canada and 
Britain, also contained the. follow- 
ing passages dealing with the Com- 
munist International, based on in- 
terrogation of. Igor Gouzenko, for- 
mer code clerk of the Soviet em 
bassy in Ottawa: ‘ 

Igor Gouzenko stated béfore us 
that the Communist International, 
or “Comintern,” whose dissolution | 
had been announced in Moscow to 
the world press on May 15 and 
June 10, 1943, continued to exist 
and to function secretly. 

In his statement of Oct. 10, 1945, 
‘Gouzenko said: 

“The announcement of the: dis- 
solution of the Comintern was 
probably the greatest farce of the 


the name was liquidated, with the 
object of reassuring public opinion 
in the democratic countries. Ac- 
tually, the Comintern exists and 
continues its work. ...” 

The documents which Gouzenko 
brought with him corroborate this 
testimony. 

The registration card at the be- 
ginning of the 1945 dossier kept in

His detailed evidence 
dealt, however, with the role of 
the Comintern specifically in es- 
pionage activities, since it was in 
one of the espionage branches 
that Gouzenko himself had direct 
personal experience. 

Prior to coming to Canada in 
the summer of 1943 Gouzenko, as 
we have already pointed out, had 
worked for a little over a year in 
the “center” of the director in 
Moscow. of the military intelli- 
gerice organization. He testified 
that he had there enciphered and 
deciphered telegrams to and from 
many other countries disclosing 
the use of local Communist parties 
for espionage purposes, in net-

Request Involving 20,000

NEW YORK, Juiy 16 (AP)—The 
Kingdom of Siam has asked the 
United Nations Security Council 
to step into its complicated fron- 
tier dispute with France over 


parts of Indochina which were 
seized by the Siamese with Japa- 
nese support and Vichy French 
collaboration months before Pearl 
Harbor. 

The territories involved consti- 
tute some 20,000 square miles 
shown on prewer maps as parts 
of Cambodia and Laos, bordering 
‘the Mekong River in Indochina. 
The Siamese contend that the dis- 
puted areas are historically their 
own and that they are only part 
of the territory they .were forced 
to cede to French empire-builders 
in 1907. 

Siam’s request has been circu- 
lated among the Council delega- 
tions and will be taken up at 
their next meeting, which must 
be held not later than July 24. 

The Siamese legation in Wash- 
ington filed the mediation request 
yesterday under a charter article 
providing that a non-member of 
the U.N. may submit a dispute 
to the Security Council if it 
agrees in advance to abide by 
the Council’s terms for settlement. 
The United States, Britain and 
China already have announced 
their support of a full hearing 
and those three and India have 
joined as sponsors of Siam’s pend- 
ing application for U.N, mem- 
bership. 

The Siamese transmitted to the 
U.N. in May charges that French 
froces had violated the Mekong 
River frontier, siezed Siamese na- 
tionals, fired “wanton fusillades” 
into Siamese territory and en- 
gaged in plunder and looting. 
Yesterday’s communication said 
continued frontier troubles 
“threaten the preservation of 
peace” between France and Siam. 

The French colonial government 
at Saigon has met with Siamese 
emissaries several times but 
reached no frontier agreement. It 
said it regarded a “technical state 
of war” still exists between 
France and Siam. 

The present world’s fair tempo- 
rary site of the United Nations 
will be proposed by New York 
City as the’ U.N.’s permanent home 
under a plan now being prepared 
by a special committee, the New 
York Times says.

Henry Garsson and the doctor’s 
brother, Murray, who is in Cuba 
for his health. Senator Mead as- 
serts the 16 corporations owned by 
these gentlemen consisted mostly 
of Iétterheads until they got con- 
tracts from the War Department 
to make about $78,000,000 worth of 
shells. So much for the back- 
ground. 

I will tell you about the man 
from Chicago squirming in his 
chair because he had so many 
corporations he could not quite 
keep up with them. 

Sample Shells.

The youth, as revealed by the 
United Press yesterday, has made 
oral admissions that he kidnaped 
and killed the Degnan child and 
that he killed two women, former 
Wave Frances Brown, and Mrs. 
Josephine Ross, a housewife. 

State’s Attorney William J. 
Tuohy said today that he planned 
to go before the grand jury to 
. seek indictmentts in the Degnan 
and Brown cases. 

Needs More Information. 

Asked when he would do so, 
- Tuohy said he could not tell “at 
this time.” He said that he needed 
more evidence in the Ross case 
and that “in fact, I need more 
information on all of them.” 

The State’s Attorney was asked 
directly what would be the dispo- 
sition of any offered agreement 
of a plea in return for life im- 
prisonment. He said that the mat- 
ter would be taken care of when 
it came up in court. He declined 
comment, as he had yesterday, on 
the United Press report of de- 
tailed admissions from Heirens in 
the Degnan, Brown and Ross 
cases. 

Heirens was taken into court 
today for arraignment on 29 burg- 
lary, assault and robbery charges. 
Hig attorneys, saying they came 
into possession of the indictments 
only yesterday, asked for a con- 
tinuance.

Sibert said the three were wear- 
ing civilian clothes when arrested, 
and had entered the United States 
zone apparently for “clandestine 
operations.” Two of the Russians 
claimed to be officers, Sibert said. 
He added that the arrests “in no 
wise violated any written, oral or 
implied quadripartite agreement 
in the city of Berlin” and that

ing on the circumstances.”

Story of Crimes. 

From his oral admissions and 
facts and evidence gathered by 
the police in their investigations, 
it now is possible to present a 
rounded story of the youth's 
crimes. 

Heirens, who began stealing 
when he was 9 years old, attended 
a movie with a college friend and 
a: girl the night of Jan. 6. Later, 
he rode the elevated lines to the 
North Side and walked a few 
blocks to the neighborhood of the 
Degnan home. 

Heirens had been a delivery boy 
for a liquor store in the section, 
a residential area. He knew the 
home. He thought there was 
money there. The child's ,father, 
James Degnan, earned $7500 a 
year, but the youth thought he 
was a wealthy man. 

Heirens had “spotted” the child 
and her bedroom previously while 
robbing another home in the 
area. 

After reaching the Degnan 
home, shortly before 2 a.m. on the 
morning of Jan. 7, he picked up 
-g@ small ladder in the yard. 

He placed the ladder against a 
rear wall of the Degnan home and 
climbed through the window of 
the child's bedroom. She was 
sleeping. He threw a sack over 
her head, picked her up and Car- 
ried her on his shoulder down the 
ladder and into an alley. 

Child Cries Out. 

Near the mouth of the alley, the 
ehild woke up and cried out. 

Heirens apparently had not in-

The wholesale 
chicken market-is glutted with 
spring chickens, the retail price 
of which is remaining steady at 
51 cents a pound for drawn birds. 

Prices of porterhouse steaks 
varied in different stores. One 
reported today’s price at 65 cents. 
Last Saturday’s price in the same 
store was 75 cents a pound. Rib 
roasts dropped today to 45 cents 
as compared with 49 cents last 
Saturday, and. pork loins were re- 
duced four cents from Saturday's 
price of 59 cents. Legs of lamb 
also dropped four cents from 47 
cents Saturday in many stores. 
 $pokesmen for the meat dealers 
and packers alike attributed the 
decrease in prices to a heavier 
supply. Producers, they said, are 
attempting to get their stock to 
market now to “cash in” on the 
higher prices.: A spokesman for 
the packers told the Post-Dispatch 
last Saturday that he expected 
meat prices to decrease this week 
and level off at figures slightly 
above the old OPA ceilings.

Two Courses. 

W. A. Higinbotham, chairman 
of the Federation of American 
Scientists, said the “basic message 
of the scientists” is that there 
seem to be “only two courses of- 
fering even partial hopes of se- 
curity for America in the atomic 
age. 


He said, “These are that we 
shall ardently seek and secure a 
system of world co-operation un- 
der law, or we must retreat as a 
nation into a policy of defense 
and decentralization.” 


we Nga ve -otae “There is no fore- 
seeable defense to stop atomic 
bombs and certain other weapons 
of mass destruction.” 


Higinbotham asserted that in 
four years other nations can have 
atomic bombs, and “then the av- 
erage man in the street will not 
be discussing what a bomb can 
.40 to a naval fleet, but what it 
ean do to him, and to his house 
‘and to his city.” 

“America must quit kidding it- 
self about defenses,” he contin- 
ued. “It myst choose between a 
world co-operative security or 
‘drastic efforts to minimize the 
consequences of an atomic war. 

“We must give up the concept 
of separate nations in an atomic 


tate to try to make it brief, but 
I'll stick my neck out, the United 
States has proposed an inte 
tional authority with unequivocal 
power to exercise full and effec- 
tive control over atomic energy 
from birth to death and a system 
of swift and certain punishment 
for violations which s be stig- 
matized as international crimes.” 
». He referred several times to the 
Baruch plan as the “United States 
plan,” and with this term another 
speaker, Thomas Finletter, an in- 
ternational] lawyer and vice chair- 
man of Americans United for 
World Government, sharply dis- 


agreed. 

“It is not the United States’ 
plan,” Finletter said. “It is the 
plan of the executive branch; it is 
not the Senate’s plan afd we 
don’t know whether the Senate 
would vote for it. That's why the 
Soviet delegate, Andrei A. Gro- 
myko, may be trading with his 
proposal.” 

Asking for Option. 

“We are in effect asking for an 
option on the plans of other ng- 
tions,” Finletter continued, “and 
if I were Gromyko I would not 
make a commitment unless I was 
assured the other governments 
meant business, and the United 
States has not so indicated” 


To critics who have objected 
that the Baruch plan is too stiff 
and too novel, and to those who 
have asserted it was put forward 
in this manner to insure its re- 
jection, Hancock replied that “it 
is no stiffer, no more novel, no 
more demanding than the facts of 
the problem itself.

WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP). 
OLLOWING is the text of Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes’s radio 
report last night on the Paris 
meeting of the foreign ministers 
of the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia: A 

After every great war the vic- 
tors find the making of peace 
difficult and disappointing. It 
took the 13 American states mor 
than five years after 
their independence to agree upon 
a constitution which promi 
anything like a durable pea 
among themselves. 


To build world peace requires 
even greater tolerance, patience 
and understanding. It requires 
the will and ability to seek the 
best, to accept the best obtainable, 
and then to make the best ob- 
‘tainable work. As war breeds 
war, so peace can be made to 
breed peace. 

That is why President Truman 
and I were determined at Pots- 
dam last summer two months 
after V-E day to set up the Coun- 
cil of Foreign Ministers. We were 
eager to have the council start 
the making of peace and to make 
peace as quickly as possible 
wherever possible, 

It was obvious then that the 
making of peace with Germany 
would take time. There was no 
German government to deal with, 
and no agreement as to how soon 
we should permit a German gov- 
ernment to function. It was equal- 
ly obvious that a start could be 
made toward making peace with 
Italy and the states which were 
satellites of the Axis. They had 
governments. So we started there. 

Struggle for Harmony. 

The whole world knows how 

great the struggle has been dur- 
ing the last 10 months to har- 
monize the views of the great 
powers so as to make possible 
the presentation of tentative 
drafts of treaties to a peace con- 
ference. That struggle has now 
been brought to a successful con- 
clusion and the peace conference 
has been called to meet in Paris 
on July 29, 
It is my hope that the Council 
of Foreign Ministers will consider 
the recommendations and ee 
upon the final text so that the 
treaties may be signed by the 
delegates before the conference 
adjourns. : 

The drafts of treaties agreed 
upon are not the best which 
human wit could devise; But 
they are the best which human 
wit could get the four princi- 
pal allies to agree upon. They 
represent as satisfactory an ap- 
proach to the return of peace as 
we could hope for in this im- 
perfect and war-weary world. 
The attitude of the United 
States in these matters represent- 
ed not only the judgment of the 
President and the Secretary of 
State, but also the judgment of 
Senator Connally and Senator 
Vandenberg whose long experi- 
ence in our foreign relations and 
intimate knowledge of the specific 
issues made their counsel invalu- 


able, 
Issues on Trieste. 

The greatest struggle was over 
the Italian treaty, and the great- 
est issue involved in that treaty 
was the fate of Trieste and adja- 
cent territory along the western 
shore of the Istrian peninsula. The 
American delegation, supported by 
the “French and British, urged 
that Trieste and adjacent terri- 
tory which are predominately 
Italian should remain with Italy, 
and the predominately Slavic hin- 
terland should go to Yugoslavia. 
“The Soviet Union argued strong- 
ly that Trieste and adjacent terri- 
tory should not be cut off from 
its immediate hinterland. While 


others would not accept that 
. f 

If we made a separate peace, 
the Soviet and Yugoslav govern- 
ments would undoubtedly de- 
mand that Italy make a separate 
peace with them, ceding Trieste 
to Yugoslavia. If Italy refused, 
it is not difficult to foresee the 
difficulties which would arise. 

Even if no one of us presented 
a treaty to Italy, a disarmed 
Italy could hold Trieste against 
the army of Yugoslavia only so 
long as our troops held it for 


\ her, 


In an effort to break this dead- 
lotk the French informally stg- 
gested that Trieste and adjacent 
territory be separated from Italy 


t not ceded to Yugoslavia, and |: 


t its security and integrity be 
internationally guaranteed. 


At first no one liked this pro- 


posal, But the more it was studied | 


the more it seemed to offer a rea- 
sonable basis for agreement. It 
was recalled that before Italy en- 


tered World War I, she had pro-| 


- 


posed that the Trieste area should 
become an autonomous state. 


Our delegation insisted that the 
area should be protected by the 
United Nations and not by joint 
agreement between Italy and Yu- 
goslavia as the Soviets proposed, 
and not by the four principal Al- 
lied Powers as suggested by the 
French. Our proposals were ac- 
cepted. 

How Compromise Works. 


The proposal as finally agreed 
upon leaves Gorizia and Mont- 
falcone with Italy in the north 
and includes within the free ter- 
ritory of Trieste the rest of the 
area west of the agreed ethnic 
line. 

It is: true that the proposed 
free territory of Trieste is pre- 
dominately Italian in the city and 
predominately Slav outside of the 
city. But neither the Italians nor 
the Slavs in this territory are 
placed under alien rule; they are 
given home rule. The people will 
elect their own, assembly and the 
assembly will elect the officials to 
administer the laws. They will be 
subject to supervision only by the 
United Nations Security Council 
and by an impartial governor ap- 
pointed by the Security Council. 


The prosperity and welfare of 
Trieste are linked not only with 
Italy but with Yugoslavia and the 
countries of central Europe. It is 
the natural outlet of central Eu- 
rope to the Mediterranean. 


The only railroads entering Tri- 
este come through Yugoslavia and 
are controlled by Yugoslavia. 
Representatives of that govern- 
ment asserted that if Trieste were 
given to Italy they would divert 
traffic to Fiunie or some other 
port in Yugoslavia. 

Because of the bad feeling be- 
tween the two peoples in that 
area, the control by the United 
Nations may prove to be the 

means of preventing armed 
conflict and relieving tension. 

If the area were joined either 
with Italy or Yugoslavia, its po- 
litical and economic relations 
with the other would suffer. Its 
industries might be unable to 
attract capital and labor might 
have difficulty finding employ- 
ment. 

If friendly relations are main- 
tained between the free terri- 
tory of Trieste and her neigh- 
bors, this little territory may 
enjoy greater prosperity and be 
a source of greater prosperity 
to its neighbors than would be 
the case if it were joined either 
with Italy or Yugoslavia,

It was finally agreed that the 
ultimate disposition of the colonies 
should be made by the four prin- 
cipal Allied powers in light of the 
wishes and welfare of the inhabi- 
tants and world peace and secur- 
ity, taking into account the views 
of other interested governments. 


If the four principal Allied pow- 
ers do not agree upon the dis- 
position to be made of the colonies 
within a year after the coming 
into force of the treaty, they have 
bound themselves to make such 
disposition of them as may be rec- 
ommended by the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations, 

The four- powers have further 
agreed to send commissions to the 
colonies to ascertain the wishes 
of the local population. 

Pending the final disposition of 
the colonies, they will remain un- 
der the existing British military 
administration. 


The thing I like about the 
agreement on the colonies is 
that the ultimate decision does 
not require unanimity. Failing 
agreement among the four pow- 
ers, the decision rests with the 
United Nations, 

The Soviets finally withdrew 
their gbjection t cession of 
the Dodecanese to Greece and to 


We reluctantly agreed that 
the Soviets could receive repara- 
tions up to $100,000,000. But we 
required them to agree that in 
so far as reparations were taken 
from Italian production, the de- 
liveries must be arranged so as 
to avoid interference with eco- 
nomic reconstruction. 

We further required the So- 
viets to agree that such deliver- 
les should not commence for 
two years. In order to avold 
our having to finance Italy’s 
purchase of raw materials to 
furnish manufactured products 
to the Soviets, we also required 
agreement that the imported 
materials needed by Italy to 
make these deliveries should be 
supplied by the Soviets. 


There remain some questions in 
the Italian treaty and other trea- 
ties on which we were unable to 
reach final agreement. As the 
Soviet delegation took the position 
that they would not agree to the 
calling of the peace conference 
until the four governments had 
harmonized their views on funda- 
mental questions, we assume that 
the Soviets do not regard these is- 
sues as fundamental and will ac- 
cept the decisions of the peace con- 
ference. 

Had Little Hope. 

I admit that prior to our meet- 
ing in April I had little hope we 
would ever reach agreement. 
After our April meeting I had 
less hope. Now the prospect for 


peace treaties with five countries 


is bright. Ninety days after 
ratification .of those treaties oc- 
cupation armies must be with- 
drawn except where they protect 
a line of c ications. Then 
the people of the occupied: states 
can live and breathe as free 
people. Truly we are on the 
road back to peace. 


I have no desire to. conceal 
from the American people the 
great struggle and tremendous 
difficulties the four governments 
had in harmonizing their views 
to the extent they did on these 
treaties. In the long run we 
shall have a much better chance 
to work out our problems if we 
and our Allies recognize the ba- 
sic differences in our ideas, 
standards and methods instead 
of trying to make ourselves be- 
lieve that they do not exist or 
that they are less important 
than they really are. 


While the Council made real 
progress toward peace with Italy 
and the ex-satellite states, it made 
no progress at all on the German 
and Austrian questions. Perhaps 
the time taken in discussion was 
not wholly lost, because our ex- 
perience suggests that under- 
standings, particularly with our 
Soviet friends, cannot be reached 
until we have gone through rounds 
of verbal combat, in which old 
complaints are repeated, past po- 
sitions reaffirmed, differences ac- 
centuated and crises provoked. 


I am ready to believe it is dif- 
ficult for them to understand us, 
just as it is difficult for us to 
understand them. But I some- 
times think our Soviet friends 
fear we would think them weak 
and soft if they agreed without 
a struggle on anything we 
wanted, even though they want- 
ed it too. Constant struggle, 
however, is not always helpful 
in a world longing for peace. 


The Soviets started the German 
discussion with a prepared state- 
ment on the draft treaty we had 
proposed to guarantee the con- 
tinued demilitarization and dis- 
armament of Germany for at least 
a quarter of a century. The So- 
viet statement reveals how hard- 
pressed the Soviets were to find 
real objection to a treaty which 
gives them the assurance that 
Germany should never again be- 
come a threat to their security 
or to the security of Europe. 


I do not believe that the So- 
viets fully realize the doubts 
and suspicions which they have 
raised in the minds of those in 
other countries who want to be 
their friends by the aloofness, 
coolness and hostility with 
which they have received Amer-

Such suits can be brought 
either by the Attorney General, the Cir- 
cuit Attorney or the Prosecuting Attor- 
mney. Why not picket their offices or 
raise a rumpus in some other nice and 
neat way? 

In some instances the laws would have 
to be amended in order to put the vio- 
lators in jail where the sale is of serv- 
ices rather than of commodities. Never 
do the people get such an amendment be- 
cause never do they demand it. Why 
not sell crab apples or wear barrels 
around the State Capitol? 

And the most vicious combine of all 
ig that of some labor unions, Those 
are.awful, but awful, thanks to the Wag- 
ner Act. Take the price of milk, for ex- 
ample. St. Louis has about 2000 drivers, 
each of whom has paid a union mem- 
bership fee of $150. That is $300,000 
which somebody got, but that is another 
story. The drivers are not losing any- 
th 


ing. 

They get big wages with a short day 
and easy work. The dairy companies 
are afraid to resist, and why should they 
since it is so easy to pass the increase 
to the sucker who buys the milk?

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Mr. Byrnes’s Report 

Last night Secretary Byrnes served notice on 
the Soviet Union that it must agree to the eco- 
nomic unification of Germany or take responsi- 
bility for violation of the Potsdam agreement. 
_At the time that agreement was made, there was 
no German Government to deal with and no po- 
litical settlement was possible, but it was recog- 


_ nized that Germany could not function eco- 
nomically except as a unit. 


Mr. Byrnes, it is true, had good news to report 
in his address to the nation. He could tell of 
the settlement of the vital question of Trieste 
that threatened to wreck this Paris conference 
as the last one was wrecked. He could tell of 
the agreement on Italian reparations. He could 
show that, while other Italian questions, such as 
the matter of colonies, remain in abeyance, great 
progress was made toward peace treaties with 
Italy and with the former Hitler satellites in the 
Balkans. ° 

A patient man, a kindly man and a wise one, 
Mr. Byrnes made the most of the progress toward 
a peaceful Europe that was hammered out on 
a truly hot anvil at Paris. The anvil was heated 
by the Soviet Union whose methods of diplomacy 
are to contest every point, to argue and to delay, 
to exhibit suspicion and hostility. Indeed, as 
Mr. Byrnes, with wry humor, put it: 

’ I sometimes think our Soviet friends fear 

we would think them weak and soft if they 


agreed without a struggle on anything we 
wanted, even though they wanted it, too. 


But, however great an improvement, so far as 
results are concerned, this Paris conference rep- 
resented over the previous one, the fact remains 
that the central and fundamental solution for a 
European settlement, namely, settlement of the 
German and Austrian questions, has hardly been 
touched. — : 

When the last Paris conference broke up, Mr. 


Byrnes warned the Soviet Union that, unless a» 


general peace conference were agreed to, he 
would refer the question to the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations. His warning had ef- 
fect, for Moscow at this meeting agreed that 
such a conference should be held beginning July 
29. Now Moscow is confronted with. another 
gentle but firm ultimatum that the Soviet Union 
must agree to the economic unification of Ger- 
many or stand before the world as a violator 
of the Potsdam agreement. 

He has implemented this ultimatum by in- 
structing Gen. McNarney, our chief military rep- 
resentative in Germany, to co-operate “with any 
one or all of the three Governments (Britain, 
France and Russia) in essential administrative 
matters like finance, transportation, communi- 
cation, trade and industry.” He adds: “We will 
either secure economic co-operation between the 
(German) occupation zones or place the responsi- 
bility for the violation of the Potsdam agree- 
ment.” 

As this newspaper said last week: 

In the economic sphere, the German par- 
tition is completely absurd. The insuffici- 
ency of food and raw materials in the United 
States zone is costing American taxpayers 
$200,000,000 a year. Soviet observers accuse 
us of leaving machines idle, but this idle- 
ness comes from lack of coal which the Rus- 
sian zone should but will not supply. Fac- 
tory output is about 80 per cent below pre- 
war levels, exports are only 4 per cent of 
imports, and we are left with what one 
American General termed “a giant relief 
project.” 

While Molotov’s speech of last week, tricky 
as it was, gives some hope for a German set- 
tlement in the not-too-far future, a great deal 
of anvil-hammering remains. Typical of the 
Moscow attitude is that, though it has settled 
the eastern German frontier to its own satisfac- 
tion, it wants to “think” about the Saar before 
agreeing to Byrnes’s proposal. Suppose we had 
wanted to “think” about Silesia; pePhaps we 
should have thought long and hard. 

Mr. Byrnes asked a highly significant question 
last night. It was: “Is German militarism going 
to be used as a pawn in a struggle between the 
East and the West and is German militarism 
again to be given the chance to divide and con- 
quer?” This was just another way of saying 
that German militarism is being used as a pawn, 
as Walter Lippmann charged after his recent 
return from Europe. Both Britain and the So- 
viet Union are playing with dynamite here. 

It is a tough game Mr. Byrnes is playing and 
it is a rash prophet who would say as yet how 
well he is playing it. But the Soviet had bet- 
ter not be deceived by Mr. Byrnes’s moderate 
and 
the immediate purpose is a start toward aeGer- 
man settlement—not a phony settlement but a 
genuine one. The Soviet Union had better re- 
consider carefully the 25-year treaty which Mr. 
Byrnes offered, and which, as he again reminded 
Moscow, was agreed to in principle by Stalin last 
Dec, 24. 

There may be a great deal of anvil-hammering 
still to be done before a general European set- 
tlement is reached, but Moscow will learn that 
we, too, will swing the sledge.

. What the color television question narrows 
down to is whether the nation wishes to hold up 
one good thing in hope for something better some 
time in the future. This has never been the 
American way of solving technological and eco- 
nomic problems. Consequently, radio organiza- 
tions across the country are going ahead with 
plans for immediate commercial use of black- 
and-white television, and the Post-Dispatch ra- 
dio station, KSD, expects to have sight-and- 
sound broadcasts on the air by next March. 

The issue, as described recently by a Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, is between advocates of 
color television vs: proponents of black-and-white 
transmission. The color champions want to hold 
up present monochrome television until color 
reproduction is practicable. But the principal 
fact in this dispute is that black-and-white 
porters already have won. The Federal C 
munications Commission has provided standards 
for, and is encouraging swift development of, 
black-and-white television. The FCC has good 
reasons for doing so. 

Color television’s advantages, in eye appeal to 
viewers and advertisers, is offset by serious 
faults. Color is not now an integral part of 
the televised image, but is added to the picture 
with a rotating color wheel. According to the 
Electronics Industries magazine, this produces 
images of low light intensity, with fuzzy edges, 
viewable only in a dark room. Furthermore, color 
ssion has to 
be line-of-sight without oe obstacles, 


se 
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and color networks do not appear to be feasible 
through use of coaxial cables. 

But the main consideration is fhat black-and- 
white television is ready to go. The televising of 
the Louis-Conn fight provéd this to enthusias- 
tic viewers in four cities. Sets are being produced 
in volume. Use of color is, on the other hand, 
at least three years off by admission of its 
champions. Meantime, science is working on an 
“electronic” color system, which might some day 
assure direct reception of color scenes instead 
of the mechanical application of color. 

Color’s proponents now contend that black- 
and-white television equipment will become ob- 
solescent in a few years. In a few more years, 
of course, present color equipment may also be 
obsolete. But American industry has never held 


up progress for lack of perfection; it has.pro- — 


duced, perfected and overcome obsolescence in 
a steady advance. What would have become of 
motion pictures, if they had been delayed until 
the perfection of technicolor, which even now is 
not completely satisfactory? 

Consequently, the FCC’s decision for imme- 
diate introduction of television heralds an im- 
pressive addition to our economy, and a new 
means for mass entertainment and information.

Old-Age Arithmetic 

The House Ways and Means Committee has 
reported out a social security revision bill which 
preserves old-age pension provisions which tend 
to make the rich states richer and the poor 
states poorer. 

Previously the committee had agreed on high- 
ly desirable refinements in the plan under which 
the Federal Government matches dollar for dol- 
lar, up to a certain maximum, the.old-age pen- 
sion funds voted by each state from its own 
treasury. The committee had favored a scheme 
which would have replaced straight dollar-for- 
dollar matching with Federal grants scaled to 
take into consideration the ability of states to 
pay. It was proposed that Federal old-age pen- 
sion grants be made on a sliding scale starting 
with $2 for $1 in states where the per capita 
income is 66 per cent or less of the national per 
capita, and ranging down ‘to. dollar-for-dollar 
matching in the most prosperous states. 

Under the newly reported. bill, which in all 
likelihood will be passed by Congress, Federal 
grants will remain on a straight matching basis, 
with the maximum raised from $20 to $25. States 


which take full advantage of this will pay a 


pension of at least $50. 

‘Washington, California, Massachusetts and a 
few other prosperous states will pay pensions 
of more than $50. Less prosperous states, 
which include all those in the South and sev- 
eral in the Southwest, now pay pensions of be- 
tween $11 and $30, and there is nothing in the 
new bill to suggest that they will be moved to 
increase the payments. 


Yet is there any sound reason why the Fed-. 


eral Government should pay $25 a month to- 
ward the upkeep of an elderly Californian and 
only $5.90 toward the bed and board of'an in- 
finitely more needy oldster in Georgia? 

The average per person income in Georgia 
for 1944 was less than half what it was in 
California. Enlightened social policy dictates a 
system of Federal old-age pension contributions 
that will recognize an obligation of minimum 
decency in the poorest state and also the obliga- 
tion not to aggravate the already existing dis- 
parity of income among the states. 

These principles would have been recognized 
in the current bill except for the protest of the 
more prosperous states. The protest was short- 
sighted. This is one country. An economic 
vacuum and a depressed standard of living in 
one section are bad for all other sections, Have 


- Californians, for example, forgotten the much- 


resented immigration of the Okies and the 
Arkies? Do they want to preserve the condi- 
tions that caused that much resented episode? 
To keep the present apportionment of Federal 
old-age pension funds is one way of doing it.

Milk pf Congressional Kindness 

The sale of milk is reported in decline be- 
cause the price has increased sharply since the 
end of price control. Less milk is being drunk. 
In particular, the children of the poor, who have 
never had enough milk, are drinking still less 
or none at all. And now some children of par- 
ents not hitherto considered “poor” are joining 
the poor children. 

Representative Ploeser and Senator Donnell 
and a majority in both houses of Congress have 
decreed this adventure in higher prices. Par- 
ents will find appropriate names for the repre- 
sentatives who considered it was their duty to 
attack the health of tomorrow’s citizens.

What goes on in Soviet Russia is of 
greater immediate and long-run importance 
to American newspaper readers than any 
other single foreign development. Ameri- 
can newspapers would like to report the. 
activities of the Soviet regime and the life 
of the Russian people as thoroughly and 
authentically as they report the activities 
of less significant foreign peoples. 


The Soviet authorities prevent such re- 
porting, however. They admit only a hand- 
ful of American newspaper correspondents. 
They prevent those few correspondents 
from getting news first-hand. The severest 
censorship in the world prevents American 
correspondents in Moscow from reporting 
freely what they observe on the streets or 
read in the controlled Soviet press. 


Thus a correspondent such as Drew Mid- 
dleton of the New York Times must wse 
irony to convey to his readers the state of 
mind of a Soviet citizen and an American 
observer, : 


‘Reporting by Innuendo 


“The Soviet citizen,” Middleton radioed 
on June 23, “should be a very happy man. 
From reading*his newspapers and listening 
to the radio he knows that things almost 
everywhere are worse than in the Soviet 
Union and that although his motherland is 
again faced with the twin bugbears of im- 


'perialism and Fastism, it is protected by 


the mightiest army in the world. 


“He looks forward confidently to the 
end of rationing in the Soviet Union as 
promised by Stalin, and sees more con- 
sumers’ goods in the big shops, although 
the prices are just a wee bit beyond him. 


“Nevertheless he is confident that the 
Soviet economy is prospering and that the 
economy of the capitalistic countries is on 
the downgrade.” 


Middleton's dispatch shows that Com- 
munist propaganda is still hewing to the 
familiar pattern of persuading Soviet citi- 
zens to put up with the direst hardships by 
portrayals of hideous conditions under capi- 
talism and promises of more to eat and 
Wear as soon as the army has been pro- 
vided with what it needs successfully to de- 
fend the Communist motherland against 
“the Fascist menace.” 


Middleton’s dispatch suggests that con- 
tinuous reinforcement of the propaganda 
is called for as the goods of life remain in 
show windows instead of moving freely 
over the counter into the hands of con- 
sumers with no special drag. 


Battery of Capitalist Woes 


Reinforcement is at hand. Ilya Ehren- 
burg, ace Soviet propagandist, is returning 
to the Soviet Union with a recharged bat- 
tery of capitalistic woes and injustices and 
Communist virtues. When the American 
press invited the Soviet press to send sev- 
eral representatives to the United States to 
“exchange views,” Ehrenburg was selected 
by the Kremlin for this “assignment. 


Ehrenburg arrived in the United States 
in a querulous, patronizing state of mind. 
His article shows that 60 days among us 
have modified neither attitude. Ehrenburg 
unsparingly and unjustly criticizes what 
Americans do and say. It saddens Ehren- 
burg, however, to see “great and serious 
American newspapers thrashing their read- 
ers with false information on Russia.” 


Ehrenburg reveals his technique in his

The truth is that Darwinism is freely 
taught in Tennessee and anti-Semitism is 
freely practiced behind the iron curtain.

Jews no longer are accepted in the So- 
viet army officers’ training schools or in 
the Soviet diplomatic service. While Russia 
still officially frowns on anti-Semitism, its 
mounting practice makes Jews do their ut- 
most to escape sovietism, as the daily in- 
flux into American-controlled Germany of 
Jews from Russian territory eloquently re- 
veals. 

Ehrenburg’s smirking contfast between 
the deprivation in Yugoslavia of the right 
to vote “because a man has a black con- 
science” and in Mississippi “because he has 
a black complexion” is similarly specious 
and misleading. 


Tailored to Fit Russians 


Good Americans afe ashamed of our To- 
bacco Roads, our racial and religious pre}- 
udices and discriminations. They are doing 
their best. to overcome them and create a 
better life for everyone. They can stand 
being reproached by alien critics such as 
Ehrenburg for falling short of fulfilling 
their democratic ideals. 


What good Americans can’t stand, how- 
ever, is Ehrenburg’s hypocritical pretension 
that the same or worse discriminations and 
injustices do not exist in Russia. They do, 
and Ehrenburg knows they do. 


Ehrenburg’s Russian ‘readers of course 
cannot learn the truth about America. His 
tailored versions will help keep Russians 
believing that, bad as their lot is, it would 
be worse under capitalism. Ehrenburg’s, 
in other words, has been a fruitful jour- 
ney.

As writing, “Companions of the Left 
Hand” rates high. It gets precious now 
and then, to be sure: “This time he heard 
him saying his name, and ‘Farkas’ sounded 
like a juicy bit of roast goose left in its 
fat to grow cold”; “The room smelis of that 
age when men grow flabby inside; when, 
as Mr. Jozsef wrote in his beautiful poem, 
‘the foreign matter is growing fast in my 
heart as in my teeth,’” and so forth. 

But the prose is generally taut, pungent, 
full of untenderized perceptions. The char- 
acters are a cosmopolitan jumble among 
whom ideologies rumble as naturally aad 
uncontrollably as borborygmia. The inci- 
dents? Well, some are gaggy (an awful 
bit of Fascist torture, for instance), but 
their linkage is strong, their motivation 
precise. Mr. Tabori is a novelist to watch.

UST as before Pearl Harbor, the American people are again the 
unwilling enemy of the peace most of them pray for.,, This is the 


depressing conclusion brought 


back. from a three-week holiday 


during which this writer had nothing to do but watch the postwar 
gettlement go to pot and try to think out some of the reasons. 


First reason: Most Americans 
@re living like drunken sailors. 
Never in our history have people 
earned so much or done so little. 

Economically, this may or may 
not be a benefit. After all, when 
enough groups profiteer on a big 
scale there are few or no suckers 
left. The profiteers cancel each 
other’s benefits out. Never before 
in American history has so little 
been bought with so much. 

The depressing part of this is 
not that in the process of raising 
wages and profits, bondholders 
and fixed salary groups are get- 
ting gypped. It is not even that, 
following the worst catastrophe in 
~ history, with a third of mankind 
close to starvation, most Ameri- 
cans are insistent on living better 
than ever before—though this is 
bad enough. 


The American Ostrich. 


It is that with a world needing 
rebuilding from the bottom up, 
most Americans are working less 
than ever before—and trying to do 
still less. 

Above all, it is that Americans 
@re using their postwar spree as 
an excuse for not thinking about 
preventing the new war whose 
eggs are already being laid. 

Many people suspect that some- 
how or other our leaders seem to 
have got us out of the Nazi fry- 
ing pan into something that 
threatens to be a nev fire. We 
know that the atomic discoveries 
and invention are a fearful dan- 
ger. We just refuse to think about 
all that. 

Alone among great nations, we 
‘Americans are petulantly clinging 
to the role of Peter Pan, the lit- 
tle boy who refused to grow up.

| Brooks Atkinson’s Views of Russia 


HERE are many reasons why 


Moscow should be angry over the 


articles written by Brooks Atkinson of the New York Times 
after 10 months spent in Soviet Russia. But there is one special 


reason for Russian irritation. 


That is because Atkinson says 
clearly and firmly that the Gov- 
ernment of the Soviet Union today 
is a reactionary government. He 
hits directly at the illusion which 
many liberals throughout the 
world have continued to cling to. 
That is the illusion that the Mos- 
cow Government must be for the 
best since it constantly protests 
that it intends to usher in the 
millennium for the toiling masses. 


It is a hope that dies hard in 
am world dominated by power, on 
the one hand, and misery and. 
wretchedness on the other. It is 
a hope that Americans, with the 
idealism which is so strong a part 
ef the American character, are 
peculiarly prone to. 


The Decline of Russia. 


But only those who prefer to be 
blind can any longer cherish the 
belief that the Government of the 
Kremlin is anything but reaction- 
ary and repressive. Their repres- 
sions abroad have become well 
known. Atkinson, in his articles; 
was talking about reactio., and 
stultification at home. 


One test he applied was in the 
arts, a field with which he ig fa- 
miliar through his years as a dra- 
matic critic. He says that the 
Russian theater is dull, lifeless, 
unimaginative. This confirms 
what others have said. 


Even in the department in which 
they excel—the ballet—they lack 
creativeness. While they have lav- 
ish technical resources, they tend 
to fall back on such hackneyed 
pieces as Tschaikowski’s “Swan 
Lake.” This is in striking con- 
_ trast, to the ballet in this coun- 
try, which has branched out in all 
- gorts of experimentation—some of 
it silly, but some of it vigorous 
and alive. 


Its Repressed Women. 


In literature, some good writing 
came out of the war, on the re- 
portage level, such as Konstantine 
Simonov’s “Days and Nights.” But 
this is a long way short of the 
great tradition of Russian litera- 
ture, which includes such figures 
as Tolstoy, Dostoevsky and Che- 
kov, who wrote in spite of the re- 
pressicns of the czars, 


It se¢éms to me that you can 
apply test after test to show that 
the regime in Russia is in reality 
reactionary. Take the position of 
women, long regarded as the test 
of the intentions of a _ society. 
From the extreme of postcard 
divorce and legalized abortion, the 
Soviet Union has swung to the 
other extreme of repressive laws 
on birth control and abortion that 
go along with rewards to mothers 
for ucing many children, The 
technique used to stimulate popu- 


ways the methods used by Hitler 
and Mussolini, 

When Averell Harrimah re- 
turned from more than two years 
as Ambassador in Moscow, he re- 
ported that never at any time did 
he attend a function where women 
were present. Granted the strin- 


‘gencies of the war, nevertheless 


the atmosphere among the ruling 
clique seemed to be one of harem- 
like separation between men and 
women. Women in the Soviet 
Union do, of course, the same 
work that men do; and during the 
war they fought side by side with 
men, showing the same courage 
and resistance. 


Rassia’s Worst Fault. 


The most disturbing note in 
Atkinson's articles did not con- 
cern this reactionary quality. After 
all, we “got along” with a reac- 
tiona Czarist regime and we 
should be able to “get along” with 
this regime. The most disturbing 
statement he makes is that the 
small group in the Politburo, the 
governing power in Russia today, 
suffers from such a complex of 
suspicion and isolationism that it 
amounts to “group paranoia.” 

Hitler and the men around him 
suffered out of fear and suspicion 
from a paranoiac compulsion to 
conquer the world. Their patho- 
logical suspicions would never let 
them accept peace on any other 
basis than total rule. If what At- 
kinson says of Russia is even 
partly true, then the world is in- 
deed in a bad way, and any peace: 
must be merely. a pause between 
wars, 

-Reactionaries here in our own 
country will be gladdened by this 
newest confirmation of the flaws 
in the Russian system. They will 
probably ignore Atkinson's advice 
to his own countrymen: 

“In competition with Russia, 
which is a dynamic force in the 
world, we have to maintain our 
supremacy by growth that is also 
dynamic. We have to increase 
production and raise standards of 
living on a dynamic scale .. .” 

We have a chance such as rare- 
ly comes in the history of any peo- 
ple to show what a free democra- 
cy can achieve in the good life. 
Instead, at this moment we seem 
to be heading toward the old 
boom-to-bust cycle,

It may well be that the true 
Measure of a man or of an or- 
ganization can best be taken 
when the going is hard. Munici- 
pal Opera had a chance to prove 
its merit last night under such 
adverse circumstances with the 
handicap of. a second-class ve- 
hicle. It’succeeded..It made “The 
Lost Waltz” into a fairly enter- 
taining evening for the 10,000 per- 
sons who filled the Forest Park 
theater for the opening night of 
the production of Robert Stolz’s 

ennese operetta. 

The principals, held over from 
the happier event of “The Merry 
Widow,” extracted all the meat 
they could from the fare set be- 
fore them, Joseph Sullivan, han- 
dling the male lead, and Wilma 
Spence and Marion Bell, sharing 
feminine honors, carried the story 
with skilfully finished character- 
izations, and sang the music nice- 
ly. They received adequate sup- 
port from a sprightly pair of song 
and dance comedians, Pittman 
Curry and Jack Blair, from the 
old dead-pan comedy standby, 
William Lynn, and from Edmund 
Dorsay. The stage direction 
made for a compact, well-balanced 
performance, the sets by Watson 
Barratt were unusually good, the 
ballet interlude directed by An- 
thony Nelle and performed by 
Lisa Maslova and Chris Volkoff 
was one of the best things of its 
kind ever given at the opera. Yet 
it all didn’t add up to a hit. The 
foundation simply wasn’t there. 
The sad truth is that “The Lost 
Waltz” is a Class B operetta. Its 
music is mediocre, and its air is 
synthetic. Its hit tune, “Two 
Hearts in Three-Quarter Time,” 
made famous in the German movie 
of similar title some years ago, 
is of beer-garden quality and was 
worn threadbare a long time back 
by radio bands. “The Pain of 
Love's First Kiss,” plugged through 
the first act until one could hardly 
fail to learn it by heart, shows 
the same traces of manufacture 
in the Viennese equivalent of Tin- 
Pan Alley. The other songs have 
neither the obvious tunes of these, 
nor any more intrinsic melodic 
values. The only refreshing music 
was that of the ballet number. 

Its form is sometimes more pre- 
tentious than justified by the mu- 
sic. For instance, at the end of 
Act II, Sullivan, as the composer 
searching for‘ inspiration for a 
waltz to cap his operetta, finds it 
in the person of Miss Bell, who 
flits diaphanously and somewhat 
coyly about his apartment as a 
mysterious visitor. The sequence 
is sung in grand opera style. That 
would have been justified, as it’s 
the dramatic climax of the story, 
had there been an adequate build- 
up of the hitherto inconsequential 
plot, and had music of sufficient 
power and intensity been provid- 
ed. But both libretto and music 
fall short, and the result is incon- 
gruity. 

The book, too, {s on the unin- 
spired side, Triviality is certainly 
no sin in an operetta plot, but 
lack of sparkle and deftness is. 
The touch that it strove for and 
missed can be found in “The Cat 
and The Fiddle,” for example. 

Sullivan’s rich tenor was again 
impressive, although obviously it 
wasn’t music he could. get his 
teeth into. Miss Spence, contribut- 
ing a good performance as a vola- 
tile prima donna, had little oppor- 
tunity, to show her voice ad- 
vantage. Miss Bell, as the merry 
litt'e sister of twin librettists, 
came through in fine style and ef- 
fectively managed to be vivacious 
without being cute. All perform- 
ers had to contend with the re- 
freshing breeze that swept the 
stage and had a tendency to carry 
their words away with it at times. 

It was the third production of 
the. operetta at Municipal Opera 
since 1938. It has been given only 
once elsewhere in this country, 
recently in Los Angeles. Los An- 
geles is quite welcome to it.

HOW CHEMOTHERAPY 
OPERATES Is SOLVE 


Washington _ U. Research 
Team Describes Destruction 
of Pneumonia Germs. 


The mystery of how chemother- 
apy accomplishes its life-saving 
work, which has puzzled medical 
science ever since the sulfonamide 
drugs were introduced, has been 
solved by a research team at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine, 

A hitherto undescribed mechan- 
ism by which white blood cor- 
puscles overcome the germs of 
pneumococcal pneumonia without 
the aid of an intermediary anti- 
body is reported by Or. W. Barry 
Wood Jr., professor of medicine, 
and two research assistants, Miss 
‘Mary Ruth Smith and Miss Bar- 
bara Watson, in the latest issue 
of Science Magazine. 

Virulent pneumococci aré tough 
germs because they are sheathed 
in a capsule which ordinarily 
wards off phagocytosis, the proc- 
ess by which protective corpuscles 
gobble up foreign micro-organ- 
isms invading the body. Before 
chemotherapy was developed, 
pneumococci were vulnerable only 
when first softened up by op- 
sonins, the blood serum constitu- 
ents which render bacteria more 
susceptible to the phagocytic 
process. 
| But during sulfonamide treat- 
ment, it has been found, pneumo- 
cocci are destroyed in the lung by 
phagacytosis even when no ‘circu- 
lating antibody is in evidence. This 
upsets one of the basic concepts 
of immunology, which has held the 
white corpuscles had to have anti- 
body aid before they could get 
anywhere against encapsulated 
bacteria, 

Five years of experiments with 
phagocyte-pneumococcus mixtures 
in rats disclosed that the protec- 
tive corpuscles can handle the 
capsuled germs without opsonic 
help if the life-and-death struggle 
is staged on a suitable surface, 
The tissue surface must be rough, 
it was found. Fortunately, this 
is the case. with the lung, liver, 
kidney and most other body 
tissue. 

Premliminary experiments indi- 
cate this non-antibody phagocytic 
mechanism operates in other body 
tissues and is responsible for the 
destruction of other species of 
encapsulated micro-organisnis,

Menus for 
Tomorrow

ANANA cream coconut pie is 
B delicious when correctly made. 
Too often one sees the filling 
for this pie made so stiff that 
when wedges are cut, they stand 


‘up straight, stiff and stodgy. Per- 


fect cream filling sags some when 
it is cut, it may even flow just 
enough to almost hide the cut 
edge of the pastry. The amount 
of flour called for should give you 
just this kind of consistency if 
the cooking time is correct. The 
reason for slicing the bananas di- 
rectly into the crust before adding 
the filling is to obtain an inter- 
esting two-layered effect. To fold 
in fragile banana slices into the 
cream filling might break them up 
to make them far less attractive. 
For the finest flavor in bananas, 
use only fruit that has a rich yel- 
low skin thickly flecked with 
brown spots. 
and Coconut Cream Pie. 

One-fourth cup flour, one-half 
cup sugar, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, one ond one-half cups scalded 
milk, three eggs, separated, two 
tablespoons butter, one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla, one-third cup sugar, 
one-half cup moist shredded co- 
conut, baked eight-inch pie shell, 
two or three well-ripened pest 
- Mix flour, one-half cup su 
and salt in “top of double boi iler: 
add three-fourths cup of the 
scalded milk and stir vigorously 
until well blended. Add remaining 
hot milk and cook over direct heat 
until thick and smooth, stirring 
constantly. Beat egg yolks well, 
stir in a little of the hot mixture, 
and pour back into the double 
boiler; cook \over boiling water for 
two minutes, stirring constantly. 
Remove from heat. and stir in but- 
ter and vanilla. Stir in shredded 
coconut, Beat egg whites nntil 
stiff, and gradually beat in the 
one-third cup of sugar until very 
thick and smooth, Fold about one- 
third of the meringue into the 
cooled filling.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“In a Nutshell.” _ 


The metaphor “in a nutshell)” 
is far from modern; it is almost 
two thousand years old. It was 
the idea of the ancient Romans to 
convey a sense of contraction. 

Originally, the allusion was to a 
copy of Homer's Iliad, which was 
said by Pliny, in his “Natural 
History,” to be small enough to be 
enclosed in the shell of a nut—a 
thought in which he is said to 


‘have been quoting Cicero. 


In its early usage in English, 
too, the phrase “in a nutshell” was 
invariably accompanied by the ob- 
ject to which it alluded; that is, 
the Iliad. Thus, in a work pub- 
lished in 1579, we find: 

“The whole worlde is with- 
drawen in a mappe; Homers 
Iliades in a nutte shel.” 
Other authors would write, “It 

is an Iliad in a nutshell,” very 
much as we say today—“That’s 
the story in a nutshell.” In the 
course of time, reference to the 
dliad was omitted and the phrase 
became abbreviated to the modern 
“in a nutshell,” signifying “in a 
few words,”

NEW YORK, Monday. 


HERE are certain advantages 

to gettinz old! You notice so 

many more everyday things 
that give you pleasure. For in- 
stance, walking through the woods 
at. Hyde Park with Fala every 
morning is a test of whether the 
mosquitoes are going to eat us up 
or whether we can keep them 
under control by keeping in con- 
stant motion! In spite of the pests, 
*I have enjoyed the ever-increas- 
ing variety of wild flowers. 

I was taught nothing about 
nature when I wds a child, so 
mine is a perfectly uneducated en- 
joyment. I could not tell you the 
names of any wild flowers I see 
except the daisy and the black- 
eyed Susan, but I keep seeing and 
‘enjoying the new varieties daily. 

The little orange-colored lizards 
which, after a rain, used to appear 
in such quantities in certain parts 
of the woods have almost van- 
ished. Only occasionally now does 
my eye light on a bright spot of 
orange, and I see the little raised 
head apparently listening for our 
passing. They seem so defenseless, 
these little lizards, that I wonder 
that any of them survive to propa- 
gate their species. They always 
provide a little bit of brilliant 
color, though at -certain times the 
bright orange will turn to a duller, 
brownish color. 

On Saturday, we had the sec- 
ond of our picnics for the boys 
from the Wiltwyck School. About 
37 came, and I think we managed 
to fill them u,> on hamburgers, 
macaroni and cheese, and ice 
cream, 

Late Sunday afternoon, we had 
t. come to the city, as I had 

promised Prof, Henri Laugier, as- 
sistant secretary general of the 
United Nations, to speak at a 
Bastille day celebration Sunday 
evening. The meeting was under 
the auspices of France Forever, an 
organization made up of French 
people who were here during the 
war and of Americans with spe- 
cial ties and interests in France.

And then a March of Time film, 
“The New France,” was shown. 


I thought this a particularly 
valuable film because it shows 
the devastation in France and 
what has to be rebuilt, and yet 
it also shows that certain French 
luxury goods, like perfumes and 
wine and expensive clothes, are 
coming into this country again. 
Tr French need to establish dol- 
lar credits over here so they. can 
buy essentials for their rehabili- 
tation program, and they are mak- 
ing sacrifices at home to produce 
for export. I kept thinking how 
fortunate we are in this country, 
with nothing destroyed:and only 
shortages which can be remedied 
so easily if we use —, 
and good will. 

There hag been friendship be- 
tween France and ourselves since 
Lafayette came to help or fore- 
fathers in our revolution,\{and [I 
hore good will can always exist 
between us.

Only contrast a hunk of raw meat 
with a well-browned roast and 
you'll feel a glow of gratitude that 
with the passing of the ages man 
learned how to use heat to make 
his food not only more digestible 
but more delicious. 
The are of cookery, which makes 
a pleasure of necessity, grew up 
in happen-stance fashion in the 
kitchens of the world. Thus, it is 
a little strange that traditional 
methods of food preparation 
should ‘so often be sound from a 
health standpoint. Just the same

PORK, FOR EXAMPLE, should 
always be well-cooked and it 
usually is, even where pebple have 
nothing more than the taste-test 
to guide them. Few people would 


‘like underdone veal and that’s a 


good thing, too, because to be di- 
gestible this meat should be thor- 
oughly cooked. | 

When it comes to beef, however, 
there’s a different story, for beef, 
which is so often preferred rare, 
may occasionally be infested with 
a tapeworm parasite, which can 
also thrive in the human body. In- 
festation with the beef tapewo 
may occur wherever raw or in- 
adequately cooked beef is a popu- 
lar item of the diet. It is one of 
the most common tapeworms 
found in human beings. 

The cattle acquire the worm by 
eating materials containing live 
tapeworm eggs. The eggs hatch in 
the intestine and then the young 
worms penetrate into the muscle 
tissue, where ey develop into 
larvae. If thé larvae are eaten 
they develop into worms in eight 
to 10 weeks in the intestinal tract 
of the human beings.

THE PARASITE causes little or 
no damage except, perhaps, slight 
irritation of the lining membrane 
of the bowel where the worm at- 
taches itself. Early in the infesta- 
tion it may be found that the num- 
ber of white blood cells are in- 
creased, particularly the number 
of white cells known as eosino- 
phils, Slight digestive upsets, loss 
of weight and nervousness are 
present in some cases. 

In order’ to prevent infestation 


with this type of worm, cattle. 


should be kept from grazing on 
contaminated land. Beef should 
be properly inspected and refrig- 
erated. It has been shown that at 
very low temperatures the larvae 
are killed within five days. Of 
course, thorough cooking or pickl- 
ing will have the same effect. 

e diagnosis of tapeworm in- 
festation is made by finding the 
eggs of the worm, or segments of 
the worm, itself, in the bowel 
movements, Treatment is best car- 
ried out with the patient in a hos- 
pital, One drug commonly em-. 
ployed is known as oleoresin of 
Aspidium or male fern. 

Carbon tetrachloride has also 
been found effective. The treat- 
ment must always be continued 
until the head of the worm is 
passed and identified by the phy- 
sician.

REVIVAL of beautiful fabrics 
A cn a renaissance of elegat 
fashion themes will be the 
compensation for extravagant 
prices that women will be paying 
for their new fall outfits. After 
struggling along with poor ma- 
terials and precious few of them 
at that, the American public is 
returning to an era when opulence 
refers to more than a price mark. 

Autumn and winter styles are 
On parade here this week at the 
seventh national press week staged 
by the New York Dress fnstitute 
for the women newspaper editors 
and fashion writers of the United 
States and Canada. A_ record 
number of 120 visitors saw the 
initial presentations yesterday and 
will remain throughout the néxt 
five days to view the creations of 
topmost designers. A feature of 
the opening day was a lunchéon 
at the costume institute of the 
Metrepolitan Museum of Art at 
which Miss Dorothy Shaver, top- 
flight retail executive of the coun- 
try, declared that America is now 
at the beginning of one of the 
greatest cultural renaissances in 
all history. 

“We can see this in the fan- 
tastic rise in the number of visi- 
tors to this museum and others,” 
she said. “We can feel it through 
the work of our new artists and 
their new art forms. And we here 
today know that one of those art 
forms—American fashion design- 
ing—has become a free-standing 
creative force which not only 
America but the whole world rec- 
ognizes.” : 

As if to prove that Miss Sha- 
ver’s remarks were true, the de- 
signers unfolded theme after 
theme hearkening back to other 
artistic eras, adding their own 
interpretation and achieving new 
laurels for their emphasis upon 
periods of history when restrained 
elegance predominated. Influences 
of the medieval and Elizabethan 
periods were pronounced with a 
definite ecclesiastical feeling in 
the appearance of gorgeous bro- 
cades and velvets.

West opened the heart queen. 
South ruffed and laid down the 
trump king. West won, and at 
this point it would have been a 
very good idea to shift to.dia- 
monds, but West doggedly re- 
turned the heart jack. (In West's 
defense it must be admitted that 
the diamond shift was by no 
means marked; under slightly dif- 
ferent circumstances it might 
have been fatal.) — 

Declarer ruffed the second 
heart lead, went to dummy’s eight 
of trumps and ruffed dummy’s 
last .heart on his own account.
